Thb  opening  paragraph  of  Lord  Wolse- 
sley'a  last  artiole  on  the  Civil  War  in 
America,  in  the  North  American  Review  for 
peoember,  contains  the  following: 

By  the  end  of  June,  1864.  It  is  -not  surpris- 
ing that  much  pressure  was  brought  to  bear 
upon  President  Lincoln  to  remove  Grant, 
and,  somewhat  later,  to  stop  Gen.  Sher- 
man's southward  movement.  It  was  then 
that  Mr.  Lincoln's  historic  pnrase,  that  he 
%vouia  not  "swop  horses  whilst  crossing  a 
stream, "  settled  the  policy  of  the  Federal 
Government.  It  decided  the  fate  of  the  war. 
•  It  will  be  news  to  most  people  in  this 
oountiy  that  there  was  any  pressure 
brought  to  bear  upon  Mr.  Lincoln  tor  the 
removal  of  Grant  and  the  stoppage  of 
Bherman  in  June,  18(14.  Mr.  Lincoln's 
historio  phrase  about  "swapping  horses" 
was  never  applied  to  Grant  or  Sherman, 
pr  to  their  inovemeuts.  It  was  used  by 
Mr.  Lincoln  to  explain,  in  his  homely 
way,  his  own  renomination  by  the  Balti- 
more Convention.
